3. Of the Moons Eclipſe, how cauſed. 


The Moon, being (as you heard before) | 
at: Opacous and dark body,having no light 
but what ſhe receives from the Sun, by the 
Interpoſition of the vaſt body of the 'earch 
between the Sun and her, comes to fiffer 
an Eclipſe. And this happeneth always 
at a Pleniluninm z ot an oppoſition of rhe 
lights. Buc you muſtknow, that her Eclipſe 
or want of light 1s not always after one 
and the ſame manner, as may appear by 
theſe following reafons : \ 

Firſt, by reaſon of the inequality or 
difference of her latirude > which 1 ſome 
Eclipſes is nothing ar all, and then the 
Eclipſe is greater, and of longer centinu- 
ance Or duration. | 

Secondly , when the. ſatitude of the 
Moon4s ſo-grear, that ſhe falleth bur luthe 
within the ſhadow of the Barth, and by 
conſequence comes to ſuffer rhe ſmaller 
Eclipſe: You are to underſtand, that as the

Becauſe the. efficient cauſe is the moſt 
eminent among cauſes, I ſhall begin with 
rhat firſt ; of which ſome leartied Natura=- 
lis give this account , viz. Efficiens eff 
calor Solis, (mul ignis ſubterranens, qui- 
bus ſuppeditant tres ſuperiores planets. The 
efficient cauſe, of all Earthquakes, isthe 
hear of che Suns. togerher with che Sub- 
terranean fires,aſſifted by the aſtringent or 
binding qualities of the three ſuperior 
Planets, Saturny Tapiters Mars. 

Sed cauſa Materials eft ſpiritus ſeu va- 
por, in terre viſceribus, exire contendens. 
Burt the material cauſe of them, is the 
ſpicic or vapour, impriſoned, or confined 
in. the bowels of che Eatth , firiving or 
uſing all poſſible means to break forth,

And for the final cauſe of Earthquakes, 
that may be apparently obſerved among 
their effes or conſequentia.For God never 
(yet) ſent any Meflenger unto or among 
the ſons of men, that ever returned with- 
out a. perfect delivery of his errand. 


2, Of therr kjnas or Species. 


Divers are the opinions of Philoſophers 
concerning the kindes of karthquakes 3 
for there are ſome thar hold there are ſe- 
ven kinds of them ; others,bur five ; ſome 
others,but four : and the learned Ar:ſtorle, 
de Meteor.l1b.2.c,8. maketh only two Spe- 
cies of them,v:z.tremor & pulſwus ; a trem- 
bling and a beating. Burt among all theſe 
opimons, that which admits of five ſeveral 
kinds or Species, ſeemeth to carry the moſt 
apparent ſhew of reaſon , there being a 
manife(t and apparent difference between 
each of them.; and accordingly I ſhall give 
you a deſcription of each of themzand they 
thus follow : | 

I. The firſt kinde of Earthquake , is 2 
lateral or fide-long ſhaking ; as when'the 
, whole 
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whole force or fury of the wind: driveth 
co one place only, there being no contrary 
motion to ler or hinder it. Many Hills and 
Buildings have been ruſhed down by t!1is 
kind of Earthquake, eſpecially when the 
wind cauſing it , was fierce and (ſtrong ; 
for if ir happen to be a weak and feeble 
wind, 1t only Jooſneth or unfaſlinerh the 
foundations ; bur if ir be leſs weak, then 
without further harm, che Earth only 
ſhakes like one fick of an ague. 

2+ The ſecond kind is not ſo much [a- 
teral or ſide-long, as perpendicular, or up- 
righr ; and happenech when the earth 
with great violence is ſo lifced up, that the 
buildings rchereof are likely to fall; and ſud- 
denly it finkech down again : for after the 
wks or vapour that cauſed the earth to 
ſwell, is broke out of its priſon , the earch 
returneth to its old place, even as it was 
before. 

3- The third kind of Earrhquake is cal- 
led Hyarvs , a gapingsrending or cleaving 
of the earth ; one part thereof being dri- 
ven ſo far from the other, that whole 
Towns, Cities,. Rivers, Hills, Rocks and 
Seas, andthe like, are ſwallowedup, and 
never ſeen again;like unto that which hap- 
pened in the year 244+ poſt Chriſtnms. 
4- The 
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4. The fourth kind of Earthquake is a 
ſhaking chat cauſerh finking, and is far 
diftering from the former ; for now the 
Earth ſplicrerh not, bur ſinketh g it hap- 
pening in ſuch places, where thopgh the 
ſurface or upper parrs of the earch be ſo- 
lid and firm, yet the foundation thereof is 
bur ſalc 5 which being moiſtened by waters 
being driven chrough ic by the force of the 
ſnaking exhalarion, is turned co water al- 
ſo. And afrer this manner, according to 
the tefiimony of the famous Plato, was 
the Arlantique Ocean from an Ifland turn» 
edinto a Sea. 

5+ The fifth and laſt kind of Earthquakes 
is different from the former : for as before 
the ground finks down, ſo now it is caſt 
up ; ſomewhat like ro the ſecond kind 
mentioned ; only with this difference, 
that now it returneth not ro its place a« 
24in , bur remaineth a very great Moun- 
rainzlike unto that of Mercley Hill in Here- 
fordſhire which happened abour an hun- 
dred years fince, as is mentioned at the 
begining of this book. 

And nore, thar if ſuch a riſing happen in 
the Sea,ic doth not only cauſe overflow- 
ing, bur alſo produceth many Iſlands, ſuch 
as were never ſeen before. © And thus 
much 
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much for.the Species of Earthquakes, 


3. Of their Amecedentts. 


As for the Antecedentiazot the figns and 
fore-runners of Earthquakes , according 
co the be(tof Authors, they are chietly 
theſe which follow. 

1. Agreat Calmneſs, Tranquillity, and 
ſerenery of the Air, intermixed with ſome 
cold : the reaſon of which is, becauſe the 
exhalation which ſhould be blowing a- 
broad, is wholly within the Earth, 

2+ The dimneſs and paleneſs of the Sun, 
for certain days together » although there 
be no clouds -to interpoſe. The reaſon 
whereof is, becauſe the wind which ſhould 
have diflolved and purged the groſs Air , is 
taken captivezand kept and eficloſed with - 
in the bowels of the earth, 

3- A more then ordinary quietude and 
foltarineſs of birds(7.e.) ifthey do not flie, 
bur fit thill,and are fearful to ler any come 


' neer utito them; the realon of which 1sbe- 


cauſe either the pent exhalation ſenderh 
ſome ſtrange alteration in the Air » which 
flenderly breatherh our of the- inſen{ible 
pores of rhe earth ; which ic may do, al- 


though the exhalation carry behind : or 


elſe

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elſe it is by reaſon chey are ſcarce. able to 
fie for wanr of fome gentle gales for their 
wing (as they flie) ro irike upon ; ir being 
a thing well known » that birds flie more 
cheertully and willingly when the Airis of 
ſuch atemper. | 

4. When the weather of ir ſelf is calm, 
and yet the water of the Sea is troubled 
and rageth mightily : andthe reaſon rhat 
is g1ven of this; is-becauſe the great plency 
of \pirits or wind in the bottom of the Sea, 
begins ro labor for paſlage that way ; bur 
finding none31s ſent back , again : where- 
upon it ſoon after ſhaketh rhe land : .and 
this, ſaith Dr. Swan > is evermore a certain

5. When the water in the botrom af 


pits anddeep wells is troubled, aſcending 


and moving/as if it were boyled; linking, 


andis infected : the reaſon whereof is, be 
cauſe the.exhalarion being'.pent, and {iri- 
ving to gerforth, moveth ſome inking 
minerals and other poyſonous fiuff to rhe 
Springs. of rheſe watersz and they with 
.the firugling exhbalation doftir and atrainr 
them. - n 
6. When a long thin cloud 1s ſeen in 
acleat skiezeither a liccle before Sun ſet- 
ting, or ſoon after : and this is cauſed by 
rea- 
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reaſon. of the calmneſs of the Air ; even 
as eAriſtotle obſerveth , that in-a quiet 
Sea, the Waves float to the ſhore long 
and ſtraight.

. 7+ The ſeventh and laſt Signz'and rhat 
which cannot but be infallible, is the 
great noiſe and ſound which is heard under 
the Earth, much like ro thunder or hideous 
groanings, Burt yet ſome ſay , that this is 
nor always attended with at Earthquake 
for if the wind find any waylarge enough 
co get our, it ſhaketh not the Earth. And 
thus much ſhall ſerve for the Antecedentia 
. of Earrhquakes, 


4. Of their Corſequentia, 


And now the Conſequentia, or effets of 
Earthquakes, are principally cheſe follow- 
1NPe: - \( £D1 

Firſt the ruine of Buildings, and the 
death and deſttuRtion of many people-; 
and the like : as appears at large by the 
Chronologies of Eeſebins and - Lanquet z 
alſo by Tacitus, 1b,2. and Fromundss, lib, 
4+» Meteor. The Examples whereof are ſo 
many and ſo numerous,thatto recite them 
here again, were to add another Chrono- 
logie. I therefore ſhall refer to _ I 

ave 
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have writteh thereof in - ſe, 2. 
Secondly, the turning of plain grounds 
into Mountains, as that of Marcly Hill be- 
fore mentioned ; and the raifng up of 
Iſlands in the Sea ; as Thia in the rime of 
Pliny; and Theraſia, which as Seneca 
wirneſſerh, was made an Iſlandeven in the 
feht of the Mariners; , or whil:t chey 


were looking on. And after this manner 


alſo, came Delos, Rhodes, and ſundry other 
co be made Iſlands, 

Thirdly,the throwing down,or levelling 
of Mounrains , and finking of Iflhnds and 
other ground : and thus periſhed by the 
breach of the earth , thoſe famous Cities 
of eAchaia » Helice and Buris ; of which 
Ov:idchus wriceth, 


Si quzras Helicen & Burin, Achzidas urbes, 
Invenies ſub aquis ; & adhuc oftendere naura 


Inclinara folent cum mcenibus o»pida merſis, 


Which one thus Engliſheth. 


If thou would*ſt Helice, and wiſh'd Buris find, 
Th'Achzan Cines, (never left in mind ) 

The water bides them ; and the ſhip-mea ſhow 
Thoſe ruin'd Towns,and drown'd walls as they row, 


And after this manner ſunk the Earrh, 
K which 
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Which once was where now is only to be 
foun! that deep Pir in the /County of 
Durham commonly called, Hell- K;ttles, in 
the 24 of Hen.2. 

Fourchly, the driving away, or the cut- 
ting the neck of ſome 1thmus from the 
Continent. And thus was Britain ſepara- 
red from France, as Verſtegan ſaith; and ſo 
was Sicily divided from Calabria; and Af 
frica fron, Spain, according to Seneca. 

Fifraly » the tranſlation of Mountaines, 
Buildings, Trees, &'c. from one place to 
another + as that did a whole Town in 
Lumbaray » 1n the reign of Hen. 1. and 
that other in the year 1583. which res 
moved a field of three Acres at Blackmoor 
in D»: ſeiſhyre. eA!bertms calls this motion 

a veciion Or Carrying, 

Sixi ly, che breaking out of Rivers and 
Founrain2s in ſome new places; which 
happ2neci by the breaches made in the 
earch amonglt water-ſprings, through the 
vioience of the exhalation. 

Seventhly , great winds and tempeſts, 
manifeſt chimnges and diverſities of the 
rimes ; infe&ion of the Air , andall that 
breath in ir, chiefly of ſuch creatures that 
look downward : for the infe&ion 1s caus 
ſed by the poyſonous fume of the exhala- 

cion 
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tion aſcending upward. For putrid and 
Poyſonous exbalations infe& the Air, and 
the Air us ; according to Seveca and Pl:- 
ny : beſides, Hieronym. Cardanas, lib, de 
Rer. var. ſpeaking of ſuch things, ſaith,--o< 
Terr mots mag bellum ant Peſlem , 
nuntiant » wel Tyramicum oppreſſionem 
efficiunt , & ſegetum mopiam , © Famem. 
(1.e.) Great Earthquakes prefige or des 
clare a war or peltilence, or ac iea'? ſome 
pernicious oppreflionz alſo a ſcarciry of 
Corn» and Famine. 

Eighthly , the wrath and terror of an 
angry and highly diſpleaſed Deiry : who is 
every Whit as much honoured by mas» 
king men to tremble and fear before him 
as by his greateſt a&ts of mercy and cle« 
mency. For it was his reſolution of old,in 
Leviticus, chap. 26. verſe 27, 28. Quod 
fs hac ratione non auſcultaveritis mihi, ſed 
ambulaveritis mecum temert, utiq, ambula= 
bo vobiſcum excandeſcens temere z &c, Buc 
if ye will not for all this hearken unto me, 
but walk contrary unto me ; then I will 
walk contrary to you, in fury. It is the 
end of God in his greateſt and moſt impor- 
tant works, to firike terror into man, and 
humble him for his higheſt and mo(t pro- 
voking inſolencies ! according to the wi e- 
K 3 mans 
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mans ſaying, Eccleſ. 3. verſ. 14. and God 
doth it, that men ſhould FE A R before 
him. And thus much may ſerve nor only 
for the effects of Earthquakes » but for the 
intended diſcourſe thereof : and ſo I come 
co my laſt Particular promiled,which is, -—-

T2 pretermir the nicety of a definiti- 
on , becauſe divers things therein 
cannot be conveniently comprehended in 
a narrow compaſs; I will come to_the 
cauſes of Meteors z and according to the 
beſt Philoſophers, there are rwo general 
cauſesof them, viz. by fumes and vapors : 
Which in themſelves are nothing elſe bur 
certain exhalations drawn from the earth 
and water, by the attractive ſtrength and 
force of the Suns-Beamsz and therefore 
they are rermed Fumus and vapors: ( 1.) 
a ſmoke or breath aſcending or flying 
ppward. See Wolf. Menr. Queſt. Metes 
oro!, fol. 10%. 

Now the Prince of Philoſophers -_ 

orle 
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fotle, ſeems to make ſome kind of differ- ' 
ence between theſe rwo; regarcing both 
their matter and quality, as they relate 
unto two diſtin Elements. For , ſaich he) 
a vapor is a certain watry ſubliznce or 
thing,and yer not water : Anda fume hath 
and doth retain a certain earthy quality 
in it, but yet 1s not earth. And this dis 
RinRtion may be modelily admitted, ac- 
cording to the Antient rulez----- Fans 
eſt media nature mter terrum & ignem ; va- 

or vero iter aquam & atrem. ( Le.) A 
fume is of a middle Nature or quality be- 
riween earth and fire z. but a vapour is of a 
middle Nature between water and Air. 
And theſe (as I ſaid before) the Sun ex- 
hales from the earth and water, according 
to thoſe pithy verſes of Dubartas, Sec. 4d, 
w.f, 16,

Thather light, dry, burning, pure and quick, 


And Meteorologiſts ( Fromundus, Meu- 
ror and others ) thus diſtinguiſh between 
vapors and fames : Vapors (ſay they) are 
ſubſtances warm and moyſt, and will very 

K 3 eahily 
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eaſily reſolve into water ; like the breath 


that proceederh from a mans mouth , or 
from a por of water that is boyling over a 
fire.Bat fumes are bodies or ſubſtances hor 
and d:y, like unto the ſmoak; and are by 
nature chinner and lighier then vapors ; 
for vapors ate never attrated @r drawn 
up above the middle Region of the Air ; 
for that che cold Air there, by thickning 
and conglomerating them, preſently turns 
them into clouds : and thence proceeds 
Miſts, Rains, Snows, Hayls , &c. Now 
fumes aſcend & paſs the loweſt and middle 
Region of che Air,and are carryed up even 
inco the higheſt Region : And there by 
reaſon of their exceſlive heat, and neer- 
neſs unto the fire, they are kindled, and 
admir of and receive divers kery impreſ- 
fions ; and being of a viſcous and clammy 
nature and ſubſtance, and diverſly diſper- 
ſed, they appear ro thoſe that inhabic rhe 
Earth, like Dragons, Goats, Spears, Darts, 
Beams, Torches, &c. and have theſe ap- 
pellarions given them, for that in their ap- 
pearance they reſemble ſuch like ſhapes 
and forms (ad viſum) and alſo repreſent 
them in thei: Attions. 


Now I ſhall firſt treat of thoſe __ 
that 
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that are hot and dry, (becauſe they are 
the moſt prodigious and remaKable,) and 

ſhew thetr ſeveral cauſes in natvre agree- 
| able to their app2ritions and ſhapes, And

I, Of flying Dragons. 


This Meteor, Draco volars, or the fly- 
ing Dragon.by many called 4 fire-Drake,is, 
according to Mexrror, fol. 117. (although 
in ſhew monſtrous to behold) nothing cl'e, 
K 4 bur 
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bur a fiery exhalation, very great in quan- 
tity, whole mattet 1s very thick, and as 
it were hard tempered rogether ; and be- 
ing conglu'inoully conjoyned, it aſcends 
(or is rathe: drawn up) inro the cold Re» 
gion, and 1s by that forcibly beaten back 
again : by the force and violence of which 
motion» it is ſer on fire, and ſo violently 
p<nt and made crooked : for the matter 
being glewed fo falt rogether , thar the 
repulſe of rhe Region di\ ides it not : bur 
by an *Aprime/guns, Annperiſtaſis, or en- 
counter of contraries , 1s caſt into ſuch a 
faſhion or formthat it perfealy repreſents 
the ſhape of a Dragon, 

Then, the exhalation Feing formed and 
fired, flyeth along in the air , and turnerh 
ic ſelftoandfro , » upward and downward, 
according to the motion of the wind, and 
the cold clouds ic meets withal - and ſo 1t 
begers the greater terror in thoſe that be- 
bold ir.Some have choughr that this Mete- 
or,by reaſon of its ſtrange appearancehath 
been the Devil ; becauſe the Scripture 
ſaith, That the Devil i5 the Prince of the 
eAir ; And in another place , That be #s 
a great Tragon : Of which conceit, I read 
a merry (and | bclieve 'a true) ſtory 1n 
Dr. F#tk, , where in his Diſcourſe of Me- 
reors

teors, ſpeaking of fiery flying Dragons, he 
ſaich--- 

That on a Mayday, when many young 
folk, went abroad in the morning, I remem- 
ber (lairh re) by fix a clock, in the fore- 
001, there was news came to L1maon, that the 
Devil the ſame morning was ſeen flymg 
over the Thames ; but afterwards came 
word, that he alighted at Strarford » and 
there he was taken and ſet in the ſtocks. And 
that though he would fain have diſſembled 
the matter, by turning himſelf into the like- 
neſs of a man yet was he krown well enough 
by his cloven foot. I knew ſome then l;- 
ving that went to ſee him 3 and returning) 
affirmed , that he was ſeen flying in he 
eAlir, but was not taken priſoner. 1 remem- 
ver alſo that ſome wiſhed he had been 
ſhot at with Guns or ſhafts, as he flew 
over the Thames, But this learned Author 
di\vinely concludes---- eAs fr this Devil 
(faich he) / ſuppoſe it was a fiery Dragon, 
———_— very fearful to look, on, as though he 
had life, becanſe he moved ; whereas it was 
nothing elſe but clouds and ſmoak, So 
mighty 1s God , that he can fear his ene« 
mies with theſe and ſuch like ojera:1ons, 
where f ſome Examples may be found in 
boly Scripture. Thus far Dr, Falke in 
his Diſcourſe of Metcors. There 
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There are ſome that hold , thar this 
Meteor is made and faſhioned into ſuch 
a ſhape and form, between two clouds 
of contrary or differing natures ; the one 
hor, the other cold (which differs little 
from the former :) then the higheſt parc 
of che exhalation, by ics being attenuated 
and made thin, appears and ſhews it ſelf as 
the neck of the Dragon: and the middle 
party for that it was lately in the repulſe 

wed and made crooked, doth ſymme- 
trically repreſent the form of the Dragons 
belly : And the loweſt part thereof, by the 
ſame repulſe, curning upward, maketh the 
Tayl; which appeareth much ſmaller then 
the other, for caat it 1s commonly further 
off, and alſo for that the cold binderh ir. 
And thus much for chis Meteor, 


2. Of dancing Goats, 


Capre ſaltantes, or dancing Goats, are 
ſo called, bec2uſe like unto balls of wild- 
fire or ſcuibs, they dances skip and leap 
fron one place t5 another in the Heavens 
and the air, Wolf.c Mrurfol.116. 

This Meteot is cauſed when the exhala- 
tion being hor an dry, is divided into two 


parts or bodies, as when two Totches are 


{een 
| 
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ſeen neer one another, and the flame leaps. 
eth or danceth diverſly z or when the 
exhalation is ſo compa&t , that cn the one 
fide or other it hath ſome parts which ap=- 
pear as the appendices of it, or joyned 
to the main exhalation, ſomewhor thinner 
then ics So that the fire running in che 
main part out-right » it skips as it goes un- 
ro thoſe parts on the ides, making them to 
flame al(o; which being quickly performed, 
the fire ſeems ro leap and dance even as 
wanton Goats are wont to do, 


3. Of Spears or Darts. 


This Meteor ſhewerh ir ſelf in ſtreams, 
and 1s of Naturaliſts called a Spear or 
Darr. It is according to Mewror, fol. 119, 
generated when a great quantity of exhala- 
tions hot and dry, are ſet on fire inthe 
midſt ; and becauſe the matcer is not ſo 
compact, that it ſhould ſoon rend or tear 
(as-when thunder is cauſed) the fire breaks 
out at the edges of the cloud, kindiing rhe 
thin fumes, which ſhoot out in a great 
numberlike to fiery Spears or Darts z and 
their tireaming or flaſhing is ſo much the 
whicerz-as the exhalation whereof it con» 


fits happens to be thinner, 
There 
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| There was att apparition of this Meteor 
ſeen in London in the yeer of our Lord 
560. on the 3o day of January about 
elzht aclock at night, the airin all other 
places being very dark ; but in the North» 
Eaſt (where this cloud burned) it was ve- 
ry light ; as light (faith my Author ) as 
when the day breaketh » coward the Sut1- 
rifing ; inſomuch chat the plain ſhaddoyy 
of things oppoſite were ſeen. The edge 
of this cloud was faſhioned like a Rain- 
bow, but in colour very bright, and ofren«. 
times caſting forth (almoſt) innumerable 
Darrs of wonderful length » like unto 
ſquibs that are caſtin the air ; only with 
this difference, that they move more ſwift 
then ſquibs. Now theſe Meteors are ob- 
ſerved ro appear moſily in the North and 
North-Eaſt parts of the Heavens. 


4. Of Pillars or Beams, 


Theſe ſeveral Meteors in their various 
forms are molily cauſed when rhe exhala- 
tion hot and dry, being very long, but not 
very broad, and attraed or drawn be- 
yond the middle region of the Air, 1s ſer 
on fire all at once,and ſoburnerh like a log 
Or great beam. 


Naw 
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Now the difference berwixt Beams and 
Pillars is this : they are then called Beams, 
when they ſeem to lie at length in the Air 
bur they are called Pillars, when they are 
carried upright,or perpendicular in theAirs 
the one end thereof being more neer the 
olobe of the earth then the other. And 
the Pillars like unto Pyramides are cauſed 
when tne thinner and lighter parts of the 
exhalation are aſcended to the rop, and 
the heavier and grofler parts continue and 
remain at the bottom ; ſo making it in the 
form or faſhion of a Pyramide , 21z. great 
above, and ſmall beneath. 


According as the vapors thich or rare, Du-Bart, 
Even, or unevn, long , large, round or ſquare 3 
Such are the forms, it in the Air reſembles ; 

At fight whereof the amazed vulgar trembles, 


5. Of Torches, or Fire- brands. 


Theſe apparitions are generated, when 
the exhalation being hor and dry, isdrawn 
up beyond the middle region of rhe Air ; 
the matter of which ic confifts being long 
and broad, partly by irs own heat , and 
partly by the hear of che place ic 1s attra- 
cted rois ſer on fireat the end thereof, in 
the 
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the higheſt region ofthe Air and burnerh 
like a Torch or Candle , untill the whole 
ſubitance riereof be conſumed and quite 
walted. And the reaſon why it ſhould burn 
at on end rather then at the other 15, be- 
cauſe it is long, & [tandeth upright,having 
the molt of irs aſpiring matter in the top, 
which coucherh the heat in the fiery Regt- 
on. And in this ſtation aſcending vpwardzit 
cometh to paſs that when the upper end is 
advanced fully tothe hear of the upper re- 
gion, it 13 then and there fired , and con- 
ſumerh by degrees: and then as a Torch 
or Lamp , when all rhe matter that feeds 
the flame rhereof is ſpent; it ceaſes to burn 
any longer. 


6. Of flying Sparks. 


Scintlle wolantes, or flying Sparks » are 
cauſed when the marter of the exhalation 
is equally Ciſperſed , and in all parts alike 
thin , but nor compacted , knit or joyned 
rogether : and being not cloſely joyned, 
ſome part of ir being carryed up into the 
higher region , by the force of the heat 
thereof it is ſet on fire, before anorher part 
of it tht cometh up after ir ; and being 


thus kindled by degrees , it flyerh —_ 
ike 
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like Sparkles ont of a Chimney , as when 


« Sawduſt or any ſuch like matrer is caſt into 


che fireg inſomuch thar the thin-pared vul- 
oar people ſuppoſe an infinire number of 
Stars to fall down from the Heavens , 
whereas it 15 nothing elſe bur the exhala- 
rion that is thin,and kindled in many parts, 
ſparkling thvs, 

Some call this Meteor Stipula Ardens, 
or burning Stubble. 

I remember in the year of our Lord 
1640. to have ſeen this apparition at Ox- 
ford, being neer the place called Fryer- 
Bacons Study,one Sunday night ; but whar 
Month or Week it was , I do not now re- 
member. Burt this is till freſh in my mind, 
that the Sparks flew-in a very ſtrange and 
fierce manner towards Oxford , and came 
from che South-Eaſt parts of the Heavens: 
but whether che motion thereof was cau- 
ſed by the wind, or nor, I cannor ſay: for 
as then my knowledge in the ſecrers of na- 
ture was but mean, (as indeed, yet it is) 
I being then very young ; ſo my notice 
and obſervation of this apparition was 
proportionable, 

But this I know (and ſo do many hun- 
dreds more.) that within a ſhort ſpace 
after, Oxford did undergo ſuch a Renova- 

cx0n 
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tion and change, as it had not in ſome 


hundreds of years before : Yer I dare nor 
place the principal grounds of Oxfords 
viſitations and ſufferings therein, 


Jo Of ſhooting SAYS. 


Stell: Cadentes, or ſhooting Stars, are - 


cauſed (if we will believe exror, and he 
may be believed} when the Exhalation be- 
ing hor and dry, is gathered rogether into 
a round heap or lump as it were ; but 
not ſo throughly compacted, nor yet ſo 
apt to aſcend as other fumes or Exhalati- 
ons : Which 1s the chief reaſon (among 
many) thar it is beaten back again, when 
it comes neer the cold confines of the 
middle Region ; and ſo hovering aloft, 
by an Antiperiſtafis , or repulfon by the 
contrary on every patt; it is ſet on fire: 
and then ſliding away, it appears as if a 
Star fell down, or were thrown down to 
che Earth. 

Somerimes theſe Meteors are generated 
after another manner : for the exhalati- 
on being long and narrow, and by-rhe heat 
of the upper Region is kindled at one 
end, and burning ſwiftly , the fire rut- 
reth from one end to the other, as on a 
Plece 
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peece of waxed third that is lighted, 

Others there are, that ſay this exhalati= 
on is nor ſo much ſer on fires as that it is 
dire&ly ſeated under ſome one ſtar in the 
Firmament in a dire& line, (as ic were) 
and ſo receiveth light from that Stars 
ſeeming to be a ſtar when it falls, 

Now again(t chis later opinion there 
are two cleer exceptions, the firlt whereof 
is this : Ir is molt certain » that thoſe Me- 
reors ſhoot or fall as often obliquely, as 
perpendicular or down-right ; and fo I 

ebave ſeen them often to fall ; Therefore ir 
cannot receive its ſhining (as ir is urged) 
from a Star. 

The ſecond exceprion is this--In its fa]- 
ling , it appeareth to fight much bigger 
then any fixed Star that is fixed in the 
eighch Sphear ; (yea ſometimes bigger 
then Phoſphorus (as I have ſeen) which is 
the biggelt ro fight of che ſeven Erratick 
Stars, and therefore is by ſome called 
"Apo wir, The greateſt or faireſt 
of all ars ; becauſe ſhe 1s ſeen ſo glorious 
in the evenings, when no other ſtars aps 
pear, or rather before they appear) and 
ſo appeareth leſſer and lefler, as iricomes 
neerer the Earch : whereas if it were 
in a dire line Y/uminated by the y_ 
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-of a ſtar, it wovild art its greateſt diſtance 
. from us appear leaſt full of light, as a ſtar 


in bis Apogzon or Aphzlion : And would 
ſhew ir (elf fulleſt of light when 1t doth 
approximate us ; even as a ſtar ip his Pe- 
r128z0n or Perihzliqn : bur we ſee the con= 
rrcary to be apparently true ; therefore 1t 
cannot be kindled this way: yet ſome have 
thought ic might eafily be demonlirated, 

Epicurms his Opinion touching this 
Mereor 1s, that the ſtars fall out of the 
Firmament) and that by the fall of them, 
both Thunder and Lightning is cauſed, 
For the Lightning (faith he) 1s nothing 
elſe but the ſhining of the ſtar thar fal- 
leth; which falling into a watery cloud, 
and being quenched in it , *cauſeth that 
great toyie which 1s called Thunder , even 
as hor Iron maketh a noyſe by its being 
caſt into the water. TE; 

I ſhall not much queſtion this opinion 
of ©picurms ; nor trouble my ſelf to play 
che Critique with him about it : Althoug 
the learned Phyfictan and Philoſopher A#- 
dreas Argolus affords me good ground ſo 
rodo, in Towm.1. fol. 29. of his Epheme- 
rides 3 where he ſhews that the Sun ar.d 
all che Planers are vaſt diſtances from the 
Firmament ; yea» many millions of _ 
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YetI ſuppoſe, I may modeſtly demand 
of any holding this opinion, If the Orbs of 
the Erratique ſtars be ſo vaſt a diſtance 
from the Firmament, as Argol averreth , 
Why ſhould not the eighth Sphear, v:z. 
the Sphear of che fixed ftars, be at full as 
great a diltance (if not greater) then 
them? (unleſs they conclude the eighth 
ſphear robe the firmament ;z which I pre- 
ſume they do nor, becaule ir is contrary to 
the rules of Altronomy.) And if henceic 
ſhall be ſuppoſed that the fixed Bars are any 
ſpace (be 1t lictle or much) diſtant from 
the firmament , why then ſhould any be 
ſo ridiculous » as to affirm rhat they may 
or do, fall from, or out of the firmament ? 
But I ſhall paſs this over, and leave the 
diſcuſſion ro abler Pens, and conclude with 
the divine Poet, o— 


That ſhooting ſt.zrs, thoſe ſome do fondly call, 
As if thoſe heavenly Lamps from heaven could fall, 


8. Of Tllaminations or ſcattering fire. 


This ſcattering fire, or illuminations aps 


pawn in the uppermoſt part of the 


owelt Region, is cauſed when many ex- 
halations hot and dry , are drawn up in- 
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to the middle Region of the air, and there 
meeting with many cold clouds are ſent 
back again. Which violent and forcible 
motions backward and forward, are the 
occaſion of 1ts being ſet on fire : And the 
parts thereof being not equally chick or 
joyned together, ſeemeth to the beholders 
as if fire were ſcattered or ſpread in the air. 
Yea, ſometimes the whole air ſeemeth ro 
burn, and all che Heavens do appear on 
fire :as they did in the year 1574. on the 
fifreenth day of £March, as is recorded by 
Stow, in his Abridgment. 

Dr Felks faith » Ar ſuchan apparition 
as this, the whole Air ſeemeth to burn, as 
though ic would rain fire from Heaven 
and (o (ſaith he) it hath come to paſs,that 
whole Cities and Towns have been fired. 


9. Of the Tgnis fatuus, or fooliſh fire. 


This fooliſh fire 1s ſo called (ſaith Dr. 
Swan) not that it hurteth any, bur only 
fearech or ſcareth fools; and is generated 
of a fat and oyly exhalation > which 1s 
heavie,in regard of the glatinous matter of 
which it conſiſts ; by reaſon of which qua- 
liry, the cold of the night bears it back 
again, when it ſtriverh ro aſcend upward : 
through 
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through which rife and violent motion 
or tofling, ir 1s ſer on fire, and falls down- 
ward, according to that of Dabarrt. in Sec. 
days work, 


If twexhalation bot and oyly prove, 

And yet (as feeble) giveth light above, 

To th'airy regions everlaſting froſt 1 
Inceſſantly th'apt tinding flame 2s toſt, 

Till it inflame 3 then like a ſquib it falls, 

Or fire-wing'd ſhafts, or ſulph*ry powder-balls, 


And being thus fired, ir paſlerh forward 
and backward , upward and downward, 
according to the morion of the Air in a 
Glent night, by gentle gales, nor going or 
moving exactly roward one point, Notes 
that if the wind be high » or any way 
ſharply fiirringy this Apparition or Me- 
teor cannot appear at all, For the wind 
diſperſes the matter whereof 1t is made, 
and will not ſuffer it tobe conjoyned. 

This kind of light is ofcen ſeen in hot 
and fenny Countreys, and in ſuch places 
where there is abundance of fat and un- 
ious matter ; as in Church-yards, &c. 
where through the corruption and putre- 
faction of many dead bodies there buryed, 
the earth is full of ſuch ſubſtance z. as alſo 
L 3 in 


(150) 
in places where many battles have been 
fought. 

And this Meteor appearing in theſe 
places (as indeed there 1s molt reaſon 1t 
ſhould)the ignorant and ſuperſtitious peo- 
ple have thoughc them ro he the ſouls and 
ſpirits of men departed , and accordingly 
have ſtood in a kind of ſlaviſh fear of 
them. 

Henry Cornelins Agrippa ( 1.4. de occult. 
Phulsſ. prope finem ) augmenterh to this er- 
ror very maths and endeavours ro render 
pobablz reaſons * the ſouls mourning 
(as he calls ic) over. his quondam partners 
the body; thus------ Uſually where people 
are buryed, you ſhall ſee many noEurnal 
ViGons,Monlters,and other hideous ſhapes 
to appear; and this 1s the reaſon that walk- 
ing over ſuch places in the night time, it 
is the more terrible. And more eſpecially 
where executed bodies are buryed , and 
where dead ſouldiers that have loft their 
lives in battel are buryed by heaps : for 
(ſaith he ) the ſacred rites of buryal being 
.denied ro dead bodies , hinder the ſouls 
ooing further | admirable ! and right occult 


\ 


_ Philoſophy , ſare 1 that the ſoul ſhould be 


thus ſenſible, without an organical body] 
bur keepes $1em there untill the day of 
Judgment. | Buc 
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Bur ſuch fancies as theſe, with moſt ins 
oenious perſons,have been and are deemed 
no other then Delirious Dotages and Ri- 
diculous Afertions, altogether vnbecom- 
ing the tongue or pen of a Philoſopher. 
And Noble Cornelius in his book de wa- 
nate Scientiarum > ingenuoufly acknow- 
ledgerh as much. 

Objett. But ſaith the vulgar humoriſt, 
If theſe lights and apparicions be not wal- 
king ſpirits, how come they to lead. men 
out ot their way; as it 15 (more common- 
ly then truly) reported ? 

1 anſwer, The main cauſe why they lead 
men out of their way (if the phraſe te pro- 
per) is, becauſe thoſe filly wrerches thar 
ſee them, and pretend to be led by them, 
being ſore amazed, and affrighted attherrs 
(not knowing their true cauſe, you may 
be ſure) do look ſo earneſily afterthem, 
that they forger their way. And then being 
never ſo little out of their road ( and 
frighted withall) they wander they know 
not whither ; ſomerimes to Pits , Rivers, 
and other very + dangerous and diſmal 
places. And when at the laſt they happen 
Into their road again, and ger home, (with 
their hair anend, and themſelves ſweating 
and aring) they fall a telling their friends 
4 ſtrange 
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ſtrange and incredible ſtories , how that 
ſome devil or ſpirit in the likeneſs of fire, 
hath fed them our of their way, I carinor 
(nor they neither very well, or truly) tell 
how far,or how long timezand that 1t came 
ſo neer them, it would have done them 
hart, had not their prayers or ſome hea- 
venly cogitations ( ſuch no doubt as ama- 
zed men are capable of) diverted it. When 
notwith(tandins, all this while, the grear 
dangers thoſe: poor ignorant wretches 
dread, 1s in the depravedneſs of their own 
ſenſes ! for there is none ta them outward 
at all, 

Now, the chief cauſe that this appari- 
tion ſeemeth to follow, or go before men, 
Is by reaſon of the motion of rhe Air,by the 
going or motion of the man before or after 
whom it thas goes, Which Air being mo- 
ved, drives it forward or backward , as it 
is either placed before or behind the per- 
ſon. 

Whence it will rationally follow;thar ic 
is nor the fire that leads or drives the fool, 
bur the fool the fire : but when this fire 
happens to be at a greater diſtance , the 
mans eye and the air moving, maketh the 
man to think the fire moves. 


Theſe lights appear alſo oftentimes a: 
| Sea 
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Sea as well as at land; ſometimes one a- 
lone, ſometimes two together z which 
ſome Seamen & Mariners, alluding to the 
writings of the Poets , have given names 
unto ; and call char which appears ſingle, 
Helena ; and thoſe rhat appear together » 
Caſtor and Pollux. But I ſhall not make 
any large diſcourſe of their names here, 
but refer the Reader ro more voluminous 
rreatiſes for ſatisfaction, - 


10. Of Ignis Lambens, or Licking Lights. 


This Meteor is called [g»1s Lambers, or 
licking fire , for thar ir uſerh to cleave or 
{tick ro the hairs and garments of men and 
bealts, !t is cauſed (according to the opi- 
nion of Philoſophers) when many viſcous 
and clammy exhalations are ſcattered a» 
broad in the air into many ſmall parts ; 
which in che night , or after Sun-ſetting, 
(and ſomerimes in the day alſo, when the 
air 15 condenſed or thickned ; as on Fes 
bruary the ſecond 1656. neer Rumford in 
E ſſex , where this Mereor fixed ir ſelf to 
rhe garments ofa woman , as ſhe was Ii- 
ding to Market, and made her ſeem of a 
perfe&t flame) by reſiſtance of the cold, 
are kindled ; and then falling violently 
down 
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down, do faſten themſelves and ſtick nnto 
the heads and ſhoulders of men , or unto 
rhe bodies of bealts, as they are paſling a- 
long 1n the fields. _ 

Ic is done after the ſame manner as the 
dew or hoar-froſts do fix and ſettle to the 
hairs of men and bealis ; or unto gare 
ments which have a nap, or a very high 
wooll upon them, as Frize or Cotten. 

There are a ſecond [ort of theſe flames ; 
and they are cauſed when the bodies of 
men and beaſts , being rubbed and chafed, 
do ſend forth a clanmy ſwear ; which 1s 
in like manner kindled as the ſparks of fire 
that are often ſeen to fiie from a horſe that 
is of a black or datk colour, being rub'd or 
curryed, 

Itis reported by Livin, of one CAfarims 
a Knight of Rowe, that as he made an 
Oration to his ſouldiers in Spar, they ſaw 
his head as ic were burning on a light 
fire,and Marius himſelf not aware thereof. 
The ſame Author relates a like ſtory of 
Servins Tullins har as he lay aſleep (being 
a child) his hair ſeemed to be all on fire, 
ahd yet his hatr not burnt, nor he in any 
meaſure prejudiced or hurt thereby. 

7ulus, the ſon of Exeas , had his Tem-

Many are the (tories that I could relate 
concerning this licking fire; how that 
it hath faſtned unto men as they have been 
either walking or riding , and unto ſheep 
and kine as they have been grazing ; bur 
hath never done harm to either: unlc'3 ar 
ſometimes it hath driven a fool to wonder! 
which cannot in the leaſt ingage me to be= 
lieve it were a whit the more harmful for 
that. And thus much for the firlt particu- 
lar, 


2. Of wonderful Apparuions, and 


their cauſes, 


In the begining of this Treatiſe IT have 
ſhewed what a wonderful Appatition or 
Pro- 
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Prodigie is, according to the opinion and 
judgment of che beſt Philoſophers ; and 
have creared there alſo of the ſeveral 
ſpecies or kinds of cthem,v:z. Caleſtial and 
Terreſtrial. It remaineth now, that I ſhew 
the chief cauſes ofthemzin chis plice, And 
if we adhere to our beft Naturalilts, they 
may be cauſed two ways , v:z. naturally , 
and artificially. 

Firſt, they may be cauſed artificially + 
as by cerrain Glaſſes and Inſtruments, 
made according to the ſecret knowledge of 
the Opriques ; which tzacheth by divers 
refracions and reflzAions of the beams, 
how molt vifgons and apparitions are re- 
preſenred, 

Cornelizy xAgrippazin the firlt Book and 
fixth chaprer ot his Occult Philoſophy,main- 
tains, that by the arrtificialneſs of ſome 
Optical Glaſſes, ſome men may produce ar 
a diſtance in the air whatſoever 1mages or 
ſhapes they pleaſe. Which ( ſaith he ) 
when ignorant perſons behold, chey think 
they fee the appearance of Spirits, &c, 
when indeed they are nothing elſe bur 
ſemblances kin unco themſelves , and 
without life, (.e.) Their own fhadows 
congracted or dilated ; which by the af- 


fiſtance and friendſhip of the Oprical 
| Glaſs 
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Glaſs, they have the happineſs to ſee , and 
the unhappineſs to think evilly of. 

The ſame Author very excellently ſets 
forth the uſe of the Opriques by an inge- 
nious and not improbable inſtance, vizs 
Ler any one (ſaith he) rake an image or 
images, artificially painted or written let- 
rers ; ang ina clear night ſer them againſt 
the beams of the fall Moon, whoſe reſem- 
blance heing mulciplyed in the Air , and 
caught upward, and refleted back toge- 
ther with the beams of the Moon, and any 
other man that is privy to the thing at a 
long diltance, ſees, reads, and knows them 
in the very compaſs and circle of the 
Moon. Greater things then theſe 
(ſaith he) are grounded in the very na- 
cure of the Air, and have their reaſons and 
cauſes demonſtrated in the Mathemariques 
and Opriques. 

The learned Author of that lofty, Phi- 
loſophical phancy (entituled The ſpeedy 
Meſſenger) who paſlerh under the name of 
Domingo Gonzales, fol.2@, 21. conſenteth 
co the learned Agrippa in this particular. 
And although tis book be of a very facett- 
ous and molt pleaſant file,yert undoubredly 
the Author's aim was at ſomewhat more 
admirable and excellent, thenthe ordinary 

ſence 
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ſence of his language makes known ; as 
may eaſily be gathered by an ingenious 
underſtanding. 

Boane, Theat, Nat. Lib. 2. is of opinion, 
that ſuch things as theſe cannor be cauſed 
- but byche illuſions of evil ſpirits and De- 

vils, And that they alone can repreſenc 
Caſtles in the air, Armies,Ciries, Palaces, 
Speitrums, and all kinds of wonderful Pro- 
digies and apparitions. Bu: moſt Philoſo- 
phers laugh ac this his vpinion > and deem 
ic ridiculous. 

Secondly, they may be cauſed naturally; 
and are fo for thz molt parry viz. when the 
remper and diſpo{ition of the air is 
ſufficiently able to receive the impreſs or 
image of thoſe tnings done on the earth. 
And becauſe the air is apr to receive divers 
imagesand ſhapes in divers parts or places 
thereof '; thole monſtrous forms , and 
ſtrange actions, and (tories,and charaQters, 
&c. proceed from the joyning of divers 
forms and actions there, 

It is the opinion of g Mlbertus Magnus, 
that the effigies of all ſo: ts of bodies , may 
by the ftrengch of nacureain a remperate- 
ly moilt air, be eafily repreſented.

Which when the clouds diſfipare, 
the apparitions vaniſh, and diſappear. 


This generally 1s the Opinion of Au- 
thors concerning the cauſes of Mereors 
and wonderful apparitions. And for Me- 
reors, they are by experience generally 
found rrue, and therefore nor to be que- 
fttioned or ſuſpected. And for wonderful 
Apparitions and Prodigiesilt 1s more then 
probable they are alſo true : Bur

4 YHat cher? are A»pels and Spirits, 
both good 'and evil, I never yer 
queſtioned, nor ever knew any fo 

to dds. That there are perſons endued - 

with a more then common or ordinary 

Specyilation, or foreknowledge of things 

in general, I am 1n a very great meaſure 
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perſnaded. But that there are euher Anus 
gels or Spirits , good or bad, within the 
compaſs or power of man's invocations or 
commands , I ſeriouſly proteſt I am yer to 
believe. Or that all people that pretend 
ro be endued with the Spirit of Prophece, 
are really poſlefled thereof, I deem wor- 
thy the ſcanning and conſidering, before 
we too haſtily concede thereunto, 

-1 am nor 1gnorant of the many ſtrange 
and wonderful relations that paſs for cur- 
rantamong the ſons of men,concerning Ax- 
gels, Spirits, Prophecies, Teliſms, &c. and 
of ſome perſons being (as they pretend) ſo 
far illuminated , that they are (by many 
believed 'to be) able ro Prophefie of 
things particular to happen. So common 
and general are theſe catching errors be- 
come , that 1t is now, a mo#t difficult 
and hard matter to difÞ;nguiſh a Plow-man 
from a natural Philoſopher by his diſcourſe. 
And (as one learnedly obſerves ).. as in 
former times, 1t was a rare matter to finde 
ſeven wiſe men in the world : It 1s now as 
difficulc and troubleſome, to diſcover the 
ſame number of fools, Eyery man (almoſt) 
that hath ſcarcely arrived at the happineſs 
of reading a -Horn-book, accounts all 
t:ungs that come within the Parcimeter or 
compaſs 
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compaſs of Diſcourſe , beneath him and 
his Gems (as it is now as commonly as 
1enorantly worded) that treaterh not of 
the raiſing of Spirits, of ſome Periapts gA- 
mulet, or e Magical Charm or Spell ; or of 
Theurgie , or the Chriftal ( foriooth ) in 
which ſome prerend co ſhew.mens faces: 
(their other ends, they may as well and as 
truly.) And ( that which I moſt diſdain 
co think of ) theſe ſuperlative - vanicies, 
(to ſay no worſe of them) are commonly 
mixed with, and maikhed under, the honeſt 
and liberal gArt of Aſtrolegie +: and the 
chief [pretended] promulgers thereof, are 
neither affraid or aſhamed to be the only 
fayourers of ſuch fiftions. Thus

Of ihe firſt ſort. 


N the number of the firſt (which ſeems 

to be the moſt intolerable of the rwo) 

I may juſily take not ice of thoſe famous 
and eminent impoiftors, Triheminss Agrip- 
pa, and Appollonncs Tyanews ; of whoſe 
quaint $kill and cunning , I ſhall briefly 
acquaint the Reader. 


I. Of Trithemins, 


This Trithemizs was an Abbot 'in Ger- 
many ;Mnd (wirthour all peradvencure) a 
perſon 
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prion moſt eminently. learned : And hz 

ing: deſirous to fly or ſoar ſomewhat 
above the ordinary Pitch, writes a Book 
of the heavenly Intelligences governing 
the Orbs under God. ( Which Book he 
dedicates to the Emperor.) Bur he wires 
in ſo ambiguous a ſirain , that the ſubje& 
matter thereof for verity, doth appear to 
an eafie underitanding ſuſpitious, —— 
For ( ſaith he ) Many learned men bave 
conjented to this Dattrine ; which opinion of 
their's, my ſelf NOT AFFIR M- 
ING, but delivering, do make manifeſt to 
your moſt ſacred Majeſty. 

And at his laft farewel (that you may 
ſce he wric what he writ , for Fame and 
Honour, more then for any belief he had 
of the thing) he concludes ——— AMoft 
ſacred Ceſar! I have not wrote theſe 
things afſertively, or that we muſt believe 
them by any means, 1 proteſt with 
mJ nu proper hand, and confeſs with my 
mouth, that in all theſe things delivered, 
I BELIEVE NOTHING, or 
admit of ANY THING , unleſs 
what the Church doth hold : the reſt, 1 re- 
fute, and contemn as vain» fained and ſuper- 
ſtitions. | 

Thus far Trithewiaz himſelf, And would 
M 4 any 
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any man that is but reaſonable, and well 
In his wits, engage his faith or belief unto 
that, which the Author thereof profefſeth 
to refure and contemnzas vain, feigned and 
Superſtitions ? | 

Befides,if this his dorine of Intelligen- 
ces, ©'c. were certain and true, and not 
ſuperſtitious, vain and faigned; how ſhould 
It come to paſs that his own diſciples jar 
and diſagree in their own craft and skill ?

2. Of Apollonius Tyanems. 

This eApollonize 1s the laſt of my Ter- 
narv z and was a perſon that pretended 
much $kill in the making of Tel;ſmes, NC. 
In whch art (if we - will believe all that 1s 
written or ftoryed of him) he was ſo well 
verſed, that thereby he could work won- 
ders! and do things ſo far beyond the 
reach of mans reaſon, that ſome of the 
people of thoſe times in which. he lived, 
ac- 
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accounted him a petty God, rather then a 
man. Hierocles the Stoick had io high an 
Opinion and eſteem of him that 3e geem- 
ed him a better man, and one of more power 
then (hriſt, the Saviour of the World ; Nay) 
ſuch was the dotage of many people 1n 
choſe dayes (a ſpice of which, we 1n ours 
ill retain) that they accounted him a 
man ſo much excelling the very belt ſorc 
of men, that they thought him too ſacred 
to be lightly ſpoken of. Yea ſo happy was 
the time in which he began h1s pranks, 
[ For it 1s not to be denyed , but much 15 to be 
attributed unto times and ſeaſons /| or elfc 
his Gemtare was remarkable and prodigi- 
ous for ſuch purpoſes, | wny not , as well 
as Cornelins Aprippa's?| that the molt 
Orchodox themſelves began to deem him 

veſted with power ſufficient for a Deity ; 
which occaſioned that ſo ſtrange a doubc 
from Juſtine Martyr, as cited by the 
learned Gregory, fol.37.----Es Is ig3 du- 
uizy0s th Jurors  nmotagy CC, If God be 
the Creator and Lord of the world, how 
comes it to paſs that Apollonius his Te» 
liſms have ſo much over-ruled the courſe 
of things ? For we ſee that they alſo have 
ffilled the waves of the Sea ; and the raging 
of the winds; and prevailed againſt the 
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no(om flyes»and incurſions of wild beafts,& c. 

So i:rangely infetious hath this his 
Doctrine of Tel;ſms and Images beenzthar 
ic hath not only infatuated many private 
perſons, bur whele Countries alſo. For this 
Apollonizs was (not only erring, but ) er» 
rant in his praRtiſe z and travelled and 
bear about to divers places » boaſting of 
his sktll and cunning>and ſo met with ſome 
of the more credulous ſorr (in moſt places 
where he came) that employed him in his 
crafty to make Images, Spills, or Teliſms, 
againſt Storks, Tortoiſes, Frogs, Scorpions, 
Horſes,&c. And if at any time the event 
bapned to crown his bulineſs, he had then 
the honour of a God among the 1gnorant ; 
Albeit thoſe things rhe people eſteemed 
Plagues, might have ſiopped or ſtazed, had 
he never uſed his skll or cunning. 

But this /»-poſtor (not unlike ſome ſub- 
tile Phyſitians > who to gain themſelves 
the greater honour , periwade © people 
they are dangerouſly diſeaſed z when {in 
cru!) eney nave noihing of {icknais on 
chem, but their DoRors words) being ac- 
quainted (peradventure) with the courſe 
of the heavenly bodres » might eaſily con- 
jecture how long. a Plague or Malay 
would raign ; and taking the advantige 
thereof, 
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thereof (as thoſe ſubtile Knaves 1» Lap» 
land, concerning the- ſelling of winds,&c. 
when at the ſame time,wherher the cheat- 
ed Merchant buy them or nor, the winds 
of courſe will riſe; being moved and ſtayed 
again by ſuperiour Cauſes) he might very 
opportunely, and with eaſe (and tucceſs) 
alſo, make T:1;ſms againit the rage and 
fury thereof : And yer no reaſon why he 
ſhould be accounted a ſuperlative Dottor 
for 1t at all. 

From the example of this mans quaint 
Skill, ſome perſons among vs, as well prin- 
cipled, pretending to the Syderal Sciences 
have undertaken che making of 1magesy 
Stguls, Lamens, &c. to procure Peace, Love, 
wealth, & quid non ? Which vanities are 10 
apparently timple and reaſonlels , chat it 
were a madneſs or frenzy in the higheſt de- 
oree, to repole either confidence or credit 
In them. 

<I have heard of a perſon profeſſing great 
eskill in this craft here in Londen, that 
© meeting a friend of mine (a Captain of 
trhe Army, ) caſually, who was a little 
© indiſpoſed in body, and defirous of relief 
« 20ainlt his malady:This Dr.endeavours to

« power of a Tel;ſm or Sigil, The Captain

will coſt you but thirty ſhillings. Thirty ſhil-

© ration is all one. [Which I efleem the

Now , the pretended way of making 
theſe range ſcare-crows » 1s as irrational, 
as the things themſelves unreaſonable. And 
they ſeem ro ground the ſame upon. the

p2w08 ey agar a8 v epriay Hidor © (1.0) 
The generable and corruptable forms of 
things, are wrought on, or afſetted by the 
Celeſtial. Hence the framers of images make 
pſe thereof, by obſerving the entrance of 
the Stars into them. Which rext of Prolomy, 
alrhough Trapez##ntius anderfianderh, and 
indeed interpreceth in favour of ſuch con- 
ceits ; yet molt Aſtrologers have under- 
{lood it of the doctrine of Aſcendents; and 
I preſume they will nor deny bur that do- 
arine 18 purely gAnti-Tel:ſmatical. Bur if 
the framers of Sigi/s, &c. ſhall pretend a 
claim (for the calour of their cunning) to 
the dottrine of Aſcendents, ic will ſtand 
them bur in ſmall ſtead: for there 1s no 
part of Aſtrologie leſs Rudyed and more 
uncertain, then that. And its no leſsthen 
a Miracle ro me » to confider , how it is 
rofſible the Aſcendents of C:ries and Conn- 
tries ſhould be ſo exactly known in thoſe 
days ( forif I grant a truth in the thing, 
{0 
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ſothey mult be, or elſe the imange-mongey 
would be ſtrangely ovr in his Trade , and 
his Teliſme, or $:g1l of (mall worth) and fo 
hard co be hunted our in theſe ? for ir is 
more then preſumed , that eg Aſtronomy 
was nothing ſo perfe& in the days of A- 
po/lonmns4s 1n theſe of ours, 

Befides, were there ſomething of veri- 
ty in this Srgr/limg Science, I would fain be 
inforin*d how it thould come to paſs, that 
the certainty thereof ſhould only be ſeen 
in the Aſcendents of Conntries and Cities, 
@'c.and not in private Gentures ? ſince 
truth in any thing or Art, 1s like unto the 
I:ghr of the Sun, appearing from a lefler to 
a greater degree, until it havearrived at 1ts 
full ſplendor, And it 1s alſo more then pro- 
bable,that the Aſcendents of particularGe- 
nitures are more certainly knownzthen the 
Other ; and therefore ſhould Telrſms, $:- 
gils, &c/be of a more ſure and indubitable 
operation it them , according to reaſon z 
were there not a knack or cheat in the 
thing, fit only robe known and connived 
at, by an eApollonias.

done with Apollonius , and with the 
fir(t ſort of perſons in my diviſion ; who 
in reaſon are ht to be blamed , for obtru- 
cing ſuch reaſonleſs , yea tenſleſs vanities 
and fictions upon the jucgments and un- 
derſtandings of the world,

The name S:by//as 1s nor a proper name, 
but an app2llative common to all women 
pretending to the Spirit of Prophecy ; and 
1s compounded of =s , (which in the 
Folick diale&tis the ſame with ©9s) (i.e,) 
God, and BM, (i.e.) Councel:; becauſe they 
pretended to declare the mind and councel 
of God to his people. Serve eAfn. Lib. 6. 
There were ten very eminent that bare 
the name, viz, Perſica, Libyca, Delphica, 
Cumaa Erythr aa, Sama (6 umaua » Hel- 
leſpontia » Phrigia, Tiburtina, They are 
faid all, ro have Prophecyed of Chriſt , and 
To) 
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to have related Propherically other very 
range things. Wichour 1njury to reaſon, 
we may believe, they were a company of 
poor Melancholy creatures, that knew 
not whar themſelves ſpake. Some of them 
(as it is reported) would write their fancies 
in ſand ; others, atthe mouth of a cave 1n 
leaves of trees : which the fierceneſs of the 
wind would oftentimes ſo ſcatter, that they 
could hardly be brought into order again. 
Whence it was, when people were wont 
ro expreſs any difkculty, they would uſe 
Politian's words Laborioſus eſt , 
quan Sib)lle folia colligere + 1t 15 eaſier to 


gather together the Sibylls Leaves. Rom. 


Ant. fol. 52. Now, letus ask of reaſons 
whether ſuch actions as theſe are not ap- 
parent Teſtimonies of Melancholy ? yet 
ſocredulous have many learned (as well as 
others) been, that when they would afferc 
the reality and truth of any thing, they 
would do it proverbially in theſe words-- 
"Tis as true as the Sibylls Oracles ! 

The learned Mr. B#rtoz of C. C.C,Oxom, 
ſaith, that Melancholy was the ſole cauſe 
of Sibylline Prophecies, if there were any 
ſach thing. Which, (ſaith he) with Caſan- 
bon and others, I jnſily except at. For , it is 
not likely that the Spirit of God ſhould 

reveal 
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reveal ſuch manife{t Revelations and Pre- 
dictions of Chritt, and conceal chem from 
his own Prophets. Anat. Mel. fol. 657. 
And indeed,there was hardly ever any 1n- 
oentous man (except for ſome ſelf end or 
othergas (atiline to Lentils, for rhe better 
working his dzfign about) that ever credt- 
red them for any other, then a crew of 
poor - filly - Melancholy - Crack - brain'd 
Creatures. And really, for any man to 
credit,or give heed to vainzidle,and addle= 
headed women, and ro eſteem their Predt- 
ions, or twatling |torics , as prophecies » 
or Oracles, Is the greateſt Argument of 
Imbeciliry or weakneſs,that can be. 

For my ſelf, I will ſp2ak freely ; my rea- 
ſon knows no difference betwixt a S1by/ls 
Oraclezand a filly Quokers conceired Ree 
velation ! And if we muſt fill be born 
down with the empty n:mes of ſuch like 
fictions and fopperies, I underitand nor, 
bur we may » with as much reaſon, credit 
the voices and Revelations of Haynah 
Trapnel, and Dorcas Erbury :, the parallel 
ſeems equal. For the Sibylls'itr their rimes 
pretented to deliver their fantaſms; by.in- 
ſpiration z ſodo theſe (illy wrerches. The 
Sibyls wete ſcotn'd and contemn'd in their 
days; Which occaſioned their living in 
caves 
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- Bcaves and other obſcure places : the like 
; Fare theſe poor Glly ſouls ſubject unto. And 
ifit be only the lengch of time , thar can 
make every melancholy , ailtemper'd, 
crack - brain*d Creature a Propher, or 
Prophereſs,I know norbur thoſe filly poor 
Creatures ( though now deſpicable ) at 
length may be eſteemed of equal Authority 
with the S:bylls. | 

I have read moſt, if nor all;that is extant), 
of the S:bylls Prophecies, and profeſs-real- 
ly, 1cannor eſpy any thing of worth or 
reaſon in themyg ſimple , rude, raw and 
ſcarce Pen-feathered conceits, calculated 
only for the belief of the balder ſort of un- 
der{tandings in the world. And as one ſaid 
of the Turkiſh Alcoran Totum Scrip- 
tum confuſum, ſine ordine vel colove , abſq; 
ſenſu & ratione; ad ruſticiſſimos 1dem dedit, 
rudiſſimos, & prorſus agreftes, qui uullias 
erant. diſcretion » #t dtjudicare poſſunt : 
That it was abook_ full of Nonſenſe, Bar- 
bariſm and Confuſion » without enher rime 
or. reaſon, or any good Ingreaient : Firſt 
diſcovered to:a company of rude ruſtichs, 
hoggrubbers., : that had no diſcretion, Art, 
judgments or underſtanding. ; and by ſuch 
is ſtill maintained : the very ſame may I 
ſay of the $:b)//s,their Prophecies,Oracles, 
and Diſciples, We 
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We are not un-acquainted with what 
deſperare effe&s melancholy hath produ- 
ced. Platarch.Lib, de ſuperſt, calls it Tur-

rarbulent croubleſome paſſion,that utrer- 
ly undoes men. Barton terms it exitioſus 
error, & maxime periculoſus,A molt peril- 
lous and dangerious enemy. Ir captivares 
the ſenſes, dettroys reaſon » makes every 
thing ſeem of a quite contrary hey. lt 
hach cauſed men ro conceit themſelves 
Hrinals, Sheep, Horſes,any thing. Some 
by reaſon thereof , have believed them» 


| ſelves tobe dead;; others, towant a head 


a third ſorr , ro have ſerpents 1n their bel- 
lies, and what not ? when alas ! there is 
no ſuch thing , ſave in their Melancholy 
conceirs. Bur as the learned Gregory well 
notes of ſuch that are vertiginous------- 
They think all turns round, all erre ; quum 
error in. ipſorum cerebro fit ; When the error 
is only in their own brains : So 1t 18 with 
theſe melancholy perſons. And this may 
ſuffice to fignifie the error of the Sibylls, 
Quakers, Dreamers , and the reſt of thar 
rabble, and of thoſe thar believe or give 
credit to them, or their concelrs.

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What this Kelty was, the Publiſher tells 
youat largezthat he was a Philoſopher un- 
done by fire, or by ſeeking after the Elixir;

Among perſons ab «Atcra!tate 
appointed for ſuch an office, it was moſt worthily 
honored, (as indeed ir ought ſtill ro be: bur when 
once the ſced of Baal began ro abound, and rhe 
whole race of Pſeudo-Prophers ovciſpread the 
world ; ſuch lyzs, vanities, forgerics and fallities, 
have been ventcd, under pretence of rheir being 
ated by the Spirir of Prophecie, rhar irhath oc- 
cafioned many to blaſpheme the ſame, ans rhink 
lightly of the true Prophers ſent of Gog, ; 
a 
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In th: number or retinue of which vanittes ; 
1 rank the Prophecies now in queſtion. Where in 
pag. 1. our Prophet tells us, Thar Elphin 
fon of Gwidduo Garranir having requeſted the 
benefit of fiſhing for one night, which being grant= 
ed him by his father, he riſes early the next morn=- 
ing , and taking up his ner , finds no fiſh therein; 
bur (inſtead thereof) eſpyes entangled abour the 
Net,a cloſe leather bag, the which he rook up and 
ripped open, anl found a child thcrein named 
{I know nor,nor he neither, by whom] Talieſin. Page 
2. this wond-rful childe declares ir felt for the 
Proteſtant Religion : Albeir Luther , the father 
thereof, was not born ſome ccnturies of years after. 
Elphin is grieved he hath miſled his prize by fiſhing; 
Talieſ;, pag. 3. promiſcth tobe berter ro him chen 
300. Salmons, Pag 4, this Talteſin pretends to 
ha ve been conremporary with 7onas , from whom 
he receiv<d another name, even Merddin.
